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“and when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accordin one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4 
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If there was ever a time when 
people should love and befriend 
one another it is certainly now. 
When the persecutions were 80 
great in the days of the early 
Church, how the saints stuck 
together. They loved one an- 
other and were careful to speak 
well of their brethren. They 
lived in close fellowship with 
one another and often died to- 
gether—killed on account of 
their religion. Those were 
rough days and yet they were 
glotious days. The names of 
thousands are revered today be- 
cause of their faithfulness. The 
names of the apostles and thou- 
sands more who were just as 
zealous will never be erased 
from the pages of history. 

But we are living at another 
time when the clouds have 
rolled away, or at least the 
clouds of persecutions are not 
so great. There is a tremen- 
dous pressure upon the world 
today in many respects, but it 
can hardly be termed persecu- 
tions. People are losing their 
lives im trying to enforce law 
and order. Many noble officers 
are falling victim to the blood- 
thirsty thugs and law-break- 
ers, but this cannot be called 
persecutions. But while brave 
and loyal citizens are falling in 
their attempt to preserve peace 
and order, it is not unlikely that 
severe persecutions will set in 
later on in the drama of the 
world activities. 

Communications from scores 
and hundreds reveal the fact 
that they have about reached 
their limit in regard to family 
necessities. They are ready for 
action and willing to do any- 
thing that is honorable and 
right for a livélihood, but many 
of them need advice and in- 
structions. “Tell me what to 
do,” they say. But who is as 
wise as Solomon to tell them 
what to do? Many of the 
wealthy men of our nation are 
friends to the poor and are forc- 
ing their way through the 
clouds of darkness and giving 
thousands of laborers employ- 
ment, but they cannot supply 
all of them. The task is too 
great. Multitudes of earth’s 
inhabitants are living on “half 
rations” and not a few are be- 
ing reduced to starvation. And 
the tales of woe are wafted in 
from the far east on every 
breeze that blows. 

But while these dark forces 
are falling upon the world there 
are showers of spiritual bless- 
ings falling upon many places 
where the saints are gathered 
together. The tide often rolls 
so high that, many of the aches 
and ills of life are swept away 
for a time when the clouds have 
rolled away. Deep spirituality 
is on the increase. Thereis a 
tendency to walk softly and 
speak tenderly. Many would 
rather suffer unbearable torture 
than to speak or act in a way 
to wound the heart and feelings 
of an associate in the Lord’s 
service. This disposition is 
highly commendable. Some 
who, a few years ago, seemed 
high-headed and independent 
have so far changed their dis- 
position that they scarcely seem 
like the same people. There 
seems to be an avalanche. of 
transformation bearing down 
‘upon the law abiding and mor- 
al element. And while the vile 
element is creating terror and 
rampage, the better element is 
more docile and) gentle. _ This 
is speaking of the world. 


The real saints are a class to 
themselves. They should be 
that way. But delighted to say 


pendable classes of the world 
are looking toward a_ higher 
plain of Christianity than they 


es. And, of course, the Church 
of God furnishes the highest 
grade of inducements of any 
body of professed followers of 
the lowly Nazarene. They bear 
the fruits of Christianity, they 
say, and the signs described in 
the Bible are following them 
as they hurry through the 
world on their race to tell ev- 
ery creature under heaven that 
a Savior has ,died. And _ the 
zeal and love that are dis- 
played are attractive to’ the 
multitudes who happen to fall 
in their wake.

f Many of the inside views and 
experiences of life are never 
known to the outside world or 
any part of it. There are every 
day occurrences and thrilling 
experiences in the common 
walks of life that do not show 
outwardly. Shut up in the 
deep recesses of the heart are 
inexpressible joys or inexpressi- 
ble sorrows. Within the same 
compass is a fervent love for 
our fellow men that can never 
be spoken. It can be thought 
over and meditated upon, but it 
is not always spoken. Among 
Christians this love is fanned to 
a flame. It often burns and 
blazes with such fervency that 
it can be realized by those who 
are loved although the words 
are never spoken. When John 
the aged apostle said, “Little 
children, love one another,” he 
meant for that love to be so 
deep that it would show out- 
wardly without any special ex- 
pression, although there could 
be no reasonable objections to 
an expression if! it could be 
made consistently. 


I am sure our people love one 
another with a pure heart fer- 
vently, then it bécomes us as 
one united body to always see 
that we do not hurt one an- 
other with words. We may 
not, in every case and at all 
times, be able to frame our 
words so fitting that this will be 
prevented, but such should be 
done as much as possible. We 
can’t afford to all the time be 
hurting one another by our in- 
correct and abrupt way of 
speaking. Better not say any- 
thing than to say the wrong 
thing. Better not say anything 
than to say the right thing even, 
at the wrong time. James says 
that “If any man offend not in 
word, the same is a_ perfect 
man, and able also to bridle the 
whole body.” We may not have 
reached that stage of perfection, 
but that is our goal, and every 
step we take in that direction 
will be an advantage and prove 
a blessing to others as well as 
ourselves. We should have our 
words seasoned with grace and 
whiteheated love and trained to 
be smooth like butter. Words 
like these will prevent many 
hurts and heartaches. This is 
true in preaching the same as 
in personal conversation. 


There is a standard of the Je- 
sus life that I want portrayed 
among our people that will 
make them different from any 
other people in the world. A 
loving, smooth, gentle disposi- 
tion is always acceptable. The 
Church of God is the Lord’s 
diadem of beauty. She is His 
royal crown of glory. She must 
show a high standard of right- 
eousness and beauty of experi- 
ence and demonstrate the beau- 
tiful life marked out by our 
Lord.

It hare con- 
tinue until the final day named 
before—The First Sunday in 
May. Some of the members of 
the committee called upon us 
quite recently and talked over 
the situation with us and in- 
sisted on having their call pre- 
sented to the churches and peo- 
ple according to their orders 
and in the manner previously 
prepared and written, so we are 
only following their instructions 
in presenting the matter in the 
Evangel from week to week un- 
til the final day. ks. 

The committee is in“position 
to know the inside of the pub- 
lishing business and they know 
what kind of a fight has been 
made these years to bring it up 
to what it is now. They have 
always been interested, but, I 
must say for them that this in- 
terest has been much intensified 
during the past year, and now 
their zeal and courage and de- 
termination to win and main- 
tain the publishing house with 
all of its interests have been 
fanned to a flame. 

The committee bravely shoul- 
dered the responsibilities of 
starting the new Magazine after 
it was recommended by the 
twelve. This, as has been ex- 
plained before, is intended to be 
a help to the house and a help 
to the people. And the com- 
mitteemen are doing their part 
in the business nobly. And I 
suppose no one can ever know 
how much good it does the edi- 
tor and manager to have their 
help at this important time. 

According to word brought to 
us occasionally by our friends 
there are many stories in the air 
that are false. For myself I am 
always too busy attending to 
my duties to know much about 
reports and misrepresentations, 
but I have thousands of friends 
that are sticking to me like a 
leech and they always keep me 
informed. I have been told 
that quite recently a paper pub- 
lished by an ex-Church of God 
man, who was disfellowshipped 
for disloyalty in ways not to be 
explained here, contained a set 
of statements that are without 
foundation and flagrantly false. 
These statements show, accord- 
ing to my informants, that the 
writer, whoever he was, does 
not care to openly declaim 
falsity. 

But I care for none of these 
things. Like Nehemiah of old, 
I am doing a great work and 
have no time to go down and 
give such things much consid- 
eration. I do not consider such 
things worthy of my attention. 
Other things get in the breeze 
occasionally that would seem to 
be hurtful, but how can they 
hurt, when Paul declares that 
all these things turn out for the 
furtherance of the gospel. I 
have become accustomed to 
misrepresentations and when I 
hear of them I smile and usu- 
ally pass them by. Why should 
I do otherwise when it is de- 
clared that all things work to- 
gether for good and turn out to 
the furtherance of the gospel? 
Those are the very things I’m 
working for—good and the fur- 
therance of the gospel. Let the 
people alone; let them help to 
advertise us. Lies will perish, 
but truth crushed to earth will 
rise again.

Ques. How does the mighty angel 
that places one foot on the land and 
one foot on the sea refer to the two 
witnesses? 

Ans. He refers to them as “my 
two witnesses.” 

Ques. If the mighty angel is the 
Lord as we have shown in previous 
lessons, are not the two witnesses 
kept somewhere for this special oc- 
casion? 

Ans. Yes. Surely anyone can see 
that there are two witnesses of the 
Lord, just two and no more. 

Ques. If there are just two men to 
appear on the scene who are they? 

Ans. This has been a subject of 
much discussion for centuries. I will 
first try to show who they are not. 

Ques. Some one will ask, Isn’t it a 
fact that Zerubbabel and Jeshua 
will be the two witnesses? 

Ans. They were the two witnesses 
at the restoring of the remnant of 
the Jews from Babylon and rebuilding 
their temple. 

Ques. Doesn’t the mighty angel in 
Revelation eleven say these are the 
two olive trees and does not Zechari- 
ah refer to the two olive trees in con- 
nection with Zerubbabel? 

Ans. Yes. I know this is so> but 
isn’t there a greater restoration of the 
Jews to take place pending the mil- 
Jennium in which Jesus Himself will 
reign. 

Ans. Yes. Surely all believe in the 
final restoration of the Jews. 

Ques. Why could not Zerubbabel 
and Jeshua be: the two witnesses? 

Ans. From the simple reason that 
the two witnesses must die on the 
street at Jerusalem at the hand of the 
antichrist. 

Ques. Why could not Zerubbabel 
and Jeshua die? 

Ans. Because they are already 
dead and would have to be resurrect- 
ed before they could appear as wit- 
nesses. 


Ques. Why would that hinder them 
from dying? 
Ans. Jesus says they that are ac- 


counted worthy of the resurrection 
— die any more. See Luke 20:35, 

6. 

Ques. Is not Moses or John ‘the 
Baptist one of the witnesses? 

Ans. No. Nor can they be from 
the same reason that Zerubabbekcan’t 
be one. 


Ques. Some one has ; said, “Why 
not the Jews and the Gentiles be the 
two witnesses as Paul speaks of the 
Jews being an olive branch cut off, 
and the Gentiles a wild olive branch 
grafted in?” 

Ans. No. They can’t be the two 
witnesses because the two witnesses 
are not a great cloud of witnesses 
but just two individual witnesses re- 
ferred to as “my two witnesses.” 

Ques. What else shows that they 
cannot be the Tews? 


Ans. Only the 144,000 survive the 
tribulation without receiving the 
mark of the beast for you remember 
that the innumerable of the tribula- 
tion saints stand on the sea of glass 
before the two witnesses are slain so 
there will be none left at the close 
of the three and a half years, of the 
righteous to slay, but the 144,000. But 
orders are given to hurt all but the 
144,000. Chap. 9:4. They will not die 
but stand on Mount Zion at the end 
of the tribulation. So we see that the 
Jews and Gentiles cannot answer to 
the two witnesses. 

Ques. What else shows that it can- 
not be the Jews and Gentiles in a 


Ans. They are to lie in the streets 
of Jerusalem three days and a half. 
We know that thousands of Jews and 
Gentiles will not lie dead in the street 
while others are rejoicing over them. 
Let us remember that the souls of the 
righteous Gentiles are under the altar 
before this time and théir bodies 


are not to be killed, therefore, they 
cannot be the two witnesses. t 

Ques. Some say, “Why not the Old 
Testament and the New Testament be 
the two witnesses?” 


Ans. I will ask, Will the Old and 
New Testaments talk, prophesy, wear 
sackcloth and blow fire out. of their 
mouths to hurt the people that would 
hurt them? Will they be killed by the 
antichrist and their bodies lie in 
the street three days and a half? 
Will they afterwards be taken to 
heaven? You say no. So do I, 
and this is too ridiculous to account 
as reason. 

Ques. Who then could these two 
witnesses be that the angel refers to 
as my two witnesses? 

Ans. I will ask, Who did _ the 
prophet Malachi say the Lord would 
send before the coming of the great 
and dreadful day of the Lord? Mal. 
4:5. You say Elijah. There it is, 
Elijah is one of these witnesses. 


“Ques. Was not John the Baptist 
this’ Elijah? 
Ans. No. John wasn’t a forerunner 


of the great and dreadful day. He 
was a forerunner of the good day, the 
time of good tidings to all men. 

Ques. Did not Jesus say that John 
was Elias which was to come? 

Ans. Yes. But other statements of 
Jesus were that John had come in 
the spirit of Elias. Remember John’s 
coming wasn’t in connection with the 
great and dreadful day. John, lived 
in the wilderness like Elijah did, he 
wore rough garments like Elijah, he 
appeared suddenly on the scene many 
times like Elijah did, he a fearless 
disposition like Elijah. In fact, many 
things about John show him to be of 





the same disposition of Elijah. While 
John was the forerunner of Jesus’ 
first advent, Blijah will be the fore- 
runner of His second advent. } 

Ques. After returning from the 
transfiguration, what did the disciples 
ask Jesus? 


Ans. Why do the scribes say that 
Elias must first come? 

Ques. What was Jesus’ answer? 

Ans. He said, “Truly Elias must 
first come and restore all things.” 

Ques. Did this apply to John? 

Ans. No. John didn’t restore all 
things; that is the mission of the two 
witnesses to restore the nation and 
David’s throne etc. 

Ques. What else shows that this 
doesn’t apply to John? 


Ans. He uttered this after John had 
been slain. 
Ques. What question did the Jews 


ask John about him being Elias. 
Ans. They plainly asked him if he 
were Elias. ; 
Ques. What did he answer? 
Ans. He said, “I am not.” 
Ques. What else did they ask? 


Ans. They said, “Art thou that 
prophet?” 
Ques. What did-they mean by say- 


ing that prophet?

His name is Matthew Horner and he 


Expect to do More for 





POCKET BIBLE FOR 
THE BLIND 


For release March 20, 1922. 

. The American Bible Society is pro- 
ducing a small handy volume of Scrip- 
ture selections for the Blind. The 
purpose is to have a light book for 
easy handling by the aged and in- 
valids, and for easy carrying by those 
who travel. The cost of the book will 
be very moderate so that it can be 
+ widely circulated. The passages of 
Scripture will be among those un- 
iversally cherished by Christians for 
instruction, comfort and inspiration. 

The Blind are not only handicapped 
seriously by blindness, but by the nec- 
essary bulk and cost of books in em- 
bossed systems. While an ink print 
Bible can be supplied for 50 cts., an 
average embossed Bible custs over 
$50. The 50 cts. ink print Bible weighs 
about a pound, while an average Bible 
for the Blind weighs over 150 pounds. 
Of course such a Bible is not in one 
volume. It takes from eleven to 
fifty-eight volumes, according to the 
embossed system used, to make a Bi- 
ble, the pages of which are 13x14 
inches, on an average. 

The small volume will consist of 
approximately 40 sheets 7x14 inches 
and will weigh about one pound. It 
will be the nearest approximation of 
a vest pocket edition ever issued for 
the blind.
